* To Put It Ahead of 
Alachua Melons 


Ranking fifth in production of 
vegetables in the 1929-30 season, 
Palm Beach county probably will 
advance to third place in the 
1980-31 season. The order of the 
counties and thé number of cars 
shipped last season was: Seminole 
8,551 cars, Dade 3,397 cars, Ala- 
chua 2,544 cars, Manatee: 2,668 
cars, Palm Beach 2,585 cars. The 
Palm Beach county vegetable pro- 
duction was cut down by the frost 
in March that was unusual as to 
lateness and aren affected and by 
the flooding rains in April. 
Seminole county's heavy produc- 
3 of celery (7,372 cars) makes 
possible for Palm Beach 
county to equal it, and there ts no 
chance of overtaking Dade county, 
where the tomato industry is well 
witabUshed in a large area. In 
Alachua county the major part of 
the shipments are watermelons, 
which is ‘classed as a \ vegetable, 
and a reduction of a'few hundred 
cars of.melons would put Palm 
Beach county in the lead even if 
Our county's production did not 
show an increase. Tomatoes and 
mixed vegetables made up the 
larger part of the moveinent from 
Manatee’ county; the inctease in 
Acreage there is so slight as to 
forecast that it will fall behind 
Palm Beach county in the 1930-31 
season.
